The next is the sale of the stereotype plates, steel plates, copyrights, and 
rights to publish of the works formerly published by Dersy & Jackson. This 
occupies 25 pp., and gives the titles of 135 publications. James Gates, ageut 
for assignee of Anpersox, Gates & Wuicur, cffers 13 sets of plates. 

__ The last is the sale of the stereotype plates, steel plates, and rights to pub- 
lish of some of the best works formerly published by the late firm of Pat.irs, 
Sampson & Co., and more recently by the late firm of Crossy, Nicnots, Lee & 
Co. This occupies 5 pp., most of them containing the titles of valuable works. 
We suppose, even in these times, the whole sale will attract a large attend- 
ance.

A few important works in Travel and Biography, a couple of new Novels 
and full crop of books on the Civil War in America, are the most important 
features in our record of the publications of the last fortnight. M. De la 
Rive’s Memoir of Count Cavour, a translation of which, by Mr. Edward 
Romilly, is just published by Messrs. Longman & Co., is an interesting con- 
tribution to the biographical history of the War of Independence, the last act 
of which is now rapidly developing itself. Mr. Romilly, the translator, was, 
we believe, himself a personal friend of Count Cavour from a very early pe- 
riod of his career. The book has plenty of aneedotes of the youth and pri- 
vate life of this renowned Italian statesman, and concludes with an affecting 
account of his last illness and death, written by his niece the Countess Alfieri. 
In the Public Life of Lord Macaulay, by the Rev. Frederick Arnold (Tinsley 
Brothers), we have the first attempt at a regular biography of the great es- 
sayist and historian, The materials for the work appear to have been col- 
lected with care from all that has been recently published, not only concern- 
ing Macaulay’s public career, but also his private history, from school-days 
and Cambridge to his death. The quotations in the work are, the author 
states, with few exceptions, taken from writings unknown or practically in- 
accessible to the reader. 

_The Autobiography of Charles V., this day issued by Messrs. Longman, is 
a literary and historical curiosity of considerable interest. The manuscript 
has only recently been discovered, in the Portuguese language, by the Baron 
de Lettenhove.

Mr. Gosh’s Denmark 
and Germany since 1815, published by Mr. Murray, will also enable any 
reader to understand the Schleswig-Holstein question, and ought to put an 
end to the jokes of the Zimes upon the public ignorance of that subject, which 
have more than once excited the anger of the Saturday Review. The book 
enters into the whole subject of the relations of Denmark with Prussia. 

Of the publications on America and American affairs to which we have 
alluded, M. De Witt’s “ Historical Study,” entitled Jefferson and the Ameri- 
ean Democracy, the Count de Gasparin’s America before Europe, and the 


pamphlets of Mr. O'Sullivan and Mr. Spence, are the most noticeable. ‘The, 


_author of the second work is, we believe, a son-in-law of M. Guizot; and those 


of his readers who have also read M. Guizot’s Memoirs, will not fail to trace 


the similarity of his opinions with those of the famous Minister of “the policy 
of resistance.” The dangers of democratic institutions are the chief moral of 
his work, which is translated by Mr. R. S. H. Church. The Count de Gas- 
parin and Mr. Spence are directly opposed in their views of the present con- 
flict. The Count, who is reputed to possess a very extensive knowledge of 
American history and institutions, has full faith in the ultimate success of the 
North, and writes with a fervor which might even vm Mr. Spence him- 
self. The latter gentleman, however, who now avows himself as the writer 
of the letters signed S., in the Zimes newspapei is confident that “Seces- 
sion” will maintain its ground, and calls on the uaropean Powers to act to- 
gether in recognizing the new Confederacy. Eqt ily Southern in his tenden- 
cies, Mr. O'Sullivan, late United States Minister .n Portugal, whose private 
correspondence with the chiefs of the rebels, pu -lished a year ago, caused 
some sensation, urges a plan for reconciliation, by compromises and conces- 
sions, to be embodied in a modified Constitution,” It cannot, at leftist, be al-

Of the other publications of the fortnight which are also deserving of no- 
tice, the following is our usual classification :— ‘ 

In Literature, Science,and Art, Mr. Netherelift, the well-known expert in 
hand-writings, publishes, in conjunction with Mr. Sims, of the British Mu- 
seum, an interesting volume of Fac-similes of Autographs of Eminent Persons, 
literary, artistic, political, and otherwise, with a biographical key : the auto- 
graphs are very numerous, and in every case comprise not only a signature 
but an extract from a letter, generally consisting of some characteristic pas- 
sage; we have noted also a small volume entitled The Natural Iistory of the 
Salmon, giving a curious account of —— in hatching and breeding 
the fish in ponds at Stormontfield, on the yTay; and we observe an elegant 
little book of Latin Translations of Hymns from our best writers of Sacred 
Poetry, by the Rev. C. Buchanan Pearson. : 

In Geography and Travel we have nothing to report besides the works 
above alluded to, but—In History and Biography, a grd and last volume has 
appeared of Mr. Napier’s learned Memorials and Letters illustrative of the 
Life of John Graham, Viscount Dundee, familiar to all readers of Scott's 
Novels by his historical name of Claverhouse; and lastly, we observe a some- 
what curious volume, appearing to be a fragment of a genuine biography, 
entitled Recollections of a Country Clergyman. It is, we presume, a transla- 
tion, the writer describing himself as a Lutheran Minister in a village in Ger- 
many. ; 
in Theology we have Christian Churches and Congregational Chureh His- 
tory, by J. Angus and J. Waddington; Life Lines, or God’s Work in the 
Human Being (an autobiography); a volume of religious teaching for persons 
advanced in life, by the Rev. A. Oxenden, entitled The Home Beyond 3 and 
some Lectures by the Rev. David Pitcairn, entitled Pentecostal Blessings, 
What were They ¢ 

In Fiction we find a new story of English life, in 3 vols. by Mr. W. J. 
Stewart, Author of Roughing it with Alick Baillie, entitled Footsteps Behind 
llim; and a new story of life in the mining districts of the North, by the Au- 
thor of Matthew Paxton, entitled John Arvold, also in 2 vols. 





Sercimens or BooxeinpinG at Tue Great Exutarriox.—We resume our re- 
marks on the departments of the Exhibition connected with Literature, 

Upon looking over the jury awards in Class XXVIII Section D, Book- 
binding, and comparing them with our own notes, we find but little variance. 
We cannot, it is true, comprehend why medals should be given to Messrs, 
Westley and Messrs. Bone, and not to Messrs. Leighton & Hodge, who un- 
doubtedly send the best set of designs for gold and blind blocks; nor can we 
understand why, if Mr. Chatelin is to have the higher prize, Mr. Zachnsdorff 
is to be put off with the lower; but beyond these two instances we find no 





























fault, except with the liberality of the jury, who certainly awarded more 
medals than we should have given. 

Mr. Bedford’s ease, to his praise be it said, contains the best specimens of 
truly legitimate bookbinding that can be found in the building. His only 
rivals for the first place are Messrs Gruel & Engelman, who show some ex- 
quisite little volumes; but as their display includes carved wood and ivory 
tablets, and silver and gold work—of great beauty and variety, but which 
ean hardly be called binding proper—we think we should certainly give the 
medal of honor, if there were one, to Mr. Bedford, ‘There are two volumes of 
Roger’s Poems, and an octavo Prayer Book in his case, which seem to us to 
have the very perfection of gold tooling; the large book bound in brown 
morocco, Cronica Nuremberge, is in excellent taste—quiet and unassuming, 
and yet so good that we long to possess the volume for the sake of the bind- 
ing; his ealf work is equally meritorious (though we abhor the green or yel- 
low painted edges), and we were pleased to see that when he uses inlaid 
leather, he does it with a = appreciation of the value of color. Mr. 
Shaw’s grand book, with its beautiful gold ornaments and its jewelled bosses, 
is a specimen of what Mr. Bedford can do in the sumptuous way; but, as 
— suggested, this may be called book decoration rather than pure book- 
yinding. The gems of his collection are the thin duodecimo volumes clothed 
in citron and olive-colored moroceos, smooth and delicate, and with but little 
gold on them, These, with all the good taste of the old French bindings, are 
more perfect in their workmanship, and can searcely be excelled. M. Riv- 
iere’s case next challenges our attention. He has long been celebrated for his 
‘“‘tree-marbled ” calf bindings, and his specimens here are undeniably good. 
We noticed also a Prayer Book ornamented with gold tooling of the best 
quality, and Lockhart’s Ballads, Cent Fables, and a little edition of Quarles, 
which made as envious to possess them. A Prayer Book in blind-tooled mo- 
rocco deserves also to be mentioned with praise. M. Zaehndorf’s chef d’euvre 
(a folio Dante) is an elaborate and certainly well-executed piece of work- 
manship, but perfaps rather over-done ; so much red and gold having an un- 
quiet look, and, to use a phrase of the day, are “too loud.” There is a 
beautiful inlaid Grolier pattern, underneath, which we like much better, and 
other specimens of binding, so good that we wonder why a medal was not 
awarded to him. Of Mr. Holloway's productions we ean speak with praise, 
but we have seen more charming books of his before now. His inlaid moroc- 
cos are too bright in color, and are far from pleasant to the eye; his work- 
manship is all that ean be wished. Mr. Chatelin has run mad on Grolier 
patterns—very good in their way—but very tiresome when they are repeated 
over and ovtr again; his inlaid work is open to the same objection as Mr., 
Holloway’s, and nearly all his books have a look of overloaded ornament 
Mr. John Wright sends some very praiseworthy volumes ; so does Mr. Ram- 
age, in whose case a folio volume very excellently tooled claims notice. 
Messrs. J. & J. Leighton’s large display comprises every variety of bookbind- 
ing and book-decoration. With the assistance of Mr. Luke Limner, they 
have certainly produced many novelties ; but as a whole there is perhaps an 
appearance of too much straining for eifect. The volume we most admired 
was a little one, Amoris Divini Emblemata. Only two of the great Bible bind 
ers are exhibitors— Messrs. Bagster, and Messrs. Eyre & Spottiswoode. The 
flexible backs and other excelleuces of Messrs. Bagster have long been ap- 
preciated, and, as a whole, their show is very praiseworthy. We wish we 
could say more for Messrs. Eyre & Spottiswoode ; evidently at great expense, 
they have contributed a large collection of quarto Bibles bound in the most 
fantastic ways, with enormous gilt corners and clasps and bosses, and with 
raised bands—ali creditable enough to their workmen, but in very question- 
able taste. We have lately seen small Prayer Books and Bibles of theirs so 
well bound and well ornamented, and at so low a price, that we the more 
regret to have to pass an adverse judgment on their present elaborate display. 

Three of the largest publishers’ binders send their work to the Exhibition 
—these ure Messrs. Westley & Co.; Bove & Son; and Leighton, Son, & 
Hodge. In our Christmas numbers we have, at various times, noticed nearly 
all the designs which are now shown; and we can only again express our 
surprise that, as medals were so generously bestowed, one was not given to 
Messrs. Leighton & Hodge. Ali three firms have done their best to snstain 
their well merited reputation, and it would be a difficult task to say which is 
entitled to the highest praise. 

Among the foreign exhibitors, Messrs. Gruel & Engelmann, of Paris 
(whose show is in a Court on the French side of the nave) certainly claim 
preéminence. Looking over their collection has been alabor of love, and as 
we passed volume after volume through our hands, we almost realized the 
feelings of those amiable enthusiasts who consider the collection of good book- 
bindings the great aim of their lives. The large folio which is placed in the 
centre of Messrs, Gruel’s case—Statuts de ’Ordre du Saint Esprit—bound in 
crimson morocco, with a fine Grolier pattern inlaid in black, is a perfect piece 
of workmanship ; it is delightful to notice the accuracy of the lines and the 
finish of every part. ‘There is an old book, La Légende Dorée, imprinted by 
one Jehan du Pre in the year 1493, bound in a quaint old style to match the 
printing, with a purple morocco inlaid with brown, which much took our 
fancy; and a little Book of Hours, on which was stamped vna* prev * PAR* 
TOUT * AYMERAY * ET* LOYALLE * LVY ‘ seray, Which, with its dark morocco cover 
well ornamented, and its silvei clasps decorated in niello, seems to be fit for a 
princess. It is on these Books of Hours that every conceivable kind of orna- 
mentation in the way of bookbinding is expended. One has an elaborately- 


carved side,of cherry wood, with raised niches and figures of saints; this is valued 

at £60. Another, with a border of carved pear-wood, has a carved ivory 

centre, and silver clasps of delicate workmanship. A third is of white velvet, 

with silver ornaments and enamel work of great beauty ;—but we might cat- 

alogue these by the dozen, One old manuscript with wonderful illuminations 
° { 
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has been rebound in peau de truie in a most creditable manner; part of the 
aucient binding has been preserved, and with the old clasps give the volume 
quite a middle-age character. In fact, tarn where we will—whether to the 
large volume ornamented with the good design in carved box-wood, or to the 
great folio with its steel hinges and bosses, or to the Bible in its beautiful 
cover of ebony and bright iron—in one and all we see evidences of a ruling 
tasie which cannot tolerate a bad production, and whieh, without going to 
extreme lengths, seeks in every way to add the charm of variety. ‘To Messrs. 
Mame & Co., of Tours, we can conscientiously give almost equal praise. 
Their case (in the French gallery facing the nave), is filled from one end to 
the other with very fine examples of the best kind of bookbinding ; they also 
seein to rejoice exceedingly in Grolier patterns, and among theirs we find the 
most harmonious and well-formed patterns in the Exhibition. They do not 
inlay scarlet morocco in green, or emerald green on white with a red edge; 
but when they use two colors, as in the example in the middle ease, La Tour- 
raine, they place an ornament of purple on a quiet-looking orange-colored 
cover, or a brown pattern upon sage green. A large Missale Romanum is an 
excellent example of our meaning. Messrs, Mame also have numerous Books 
of Hours: one in ivory with silver ornaments, and another in pure white 
ivory with carved bands across it, are delicious pieces of work. M. Cornil- 
lac, of Chantillon, exhibits a ease of books of devotion very fairly bound; they 
do not, however, suggest any particular remarks. 

In the Austrian department, Mr. Habernicht, of Vienna, sends a collection 
of large folio and quarto volumes, which are bound in thorough German fash- 
ion, The Kaiser Album—with its pressed leather ornaments, and gilt bosses, 
and colored shields, and queer devices of all kinds—is certainly a book to 
look at; and so is the Friihling’s Album, which lies near it; and the huge 
Heilege Schrift, with its decorations of cast steel. With workmanship not 
over neat, and with too much elaboration of detail, and too much gilt metal 
work and color, these béoks have nevertheless an original and bold look, and 
are really fine specimens of binding. They must not be judged by the same 
rules as Mr. Bedford’s or Messrs. Gruel’s books, but must be taken by them- 
selves. Mr. Charles Girardet, of Vienna, exhibits a collection of Albums 
which are beautiful specimens of ornamental work ; they are mostly designed 
by Professor Van de Niill, who shows great aptitude for book ecoration. 
One Album, bound in deep red velvet with a border of gilt metal and bosses 
of malachite, claims our best praise ; and a book of Austrian National Songs, 
with its raised leather work and beautiful metal castings, struck us as original 
aad very excellent in its work. Mesers. Breul & Rosenberg and Mr. Kiein— 
all of Vienna—also send wonderful examples of bindings as applied to Albums, 
in which expense seems the last thing thought of. Precious stones and gilt 
metal work, carved box-wood and ivory, oxidised silver and aluminium—all 
are brought into play, and certainly with goed effect. 

We walked leisurely through the Prussian and other German book Courts, 
but in them could find nothing worthy of mention. 

We have before us a reprint, from the Official Book, of the whole of the 
awards in the Printing, Binding, and Stationary Classes, given in the current 
number of our contemporary, the Stationer. This places within the reach of 
all in the trade a very useful record for reference.—London Pubs.’ Circular. 


The death of Mr. Charles Griffin, the principal of the publishing house of 
Griffin, Bohn & Co., at the early age of 42, will be a matter of great regret, 
not only to a large cirele of friends, but to the trade generally. The late la- 
mented gentleman was, we believe, the second son of Mr. Richard Gridin, the 
founder of the house of Richard Griffin & Co., of Glasgow. Until the last 
two years he successfully conducted that business, securing for it a leading and 
well-recognized position as a publisher of scientific and literary works. Upon 
his quit.ing Glasgow for the purpose of devoting his energies to the business 
from London as head-quarters, a farewell banquet was given in honor to him 
by the Glasgow fraternity, by whom he was greatly respected. As a man of 
enterprise, kindly feeling, and literary judgment, his loss will be deeply felt 
—almost as much by his new friends as by those from whom he had so lately 
paried. 

The Life of the present Bishop of Oxford, for some time announced as in 
preparation by Messrs. Saunders & Otley, has become, we understand, the 
subject of a Chancery suit between the Bishop and his biographer. We learn 
that Mr. Shutte, the Author of the fortheoming work, applied to the Bishop 
to furnish him with some letters, on matters political and ecclesiastical, writ- 
ten by the latter. The Bishop declined to furnish them, and, an angry cor- 
respondence having ensued, filed a Bill in Chancery against author and pub- 
lishers, praying that the defendants may be restrained by injunction from 
printing or publishing any letters written or sent by the plaintiff to any cor- 
respondents or correspondent, or other persons or person, and that they may 
be ordered to deliver up to the plaintitf all such letters. It appears that some 
of the letters were written as early as the year 1813. Our readers are, no 
doubt, aware that, as to literary works in manuscript, there is no limit to the 
term of copyright. Private letters cannot, we believe, be published without 
the writer's consent; but whether, in the case of letters on public affairs 
which the writer has permitted to appear in the journals, permission to re- 
print can be withheld, is a point oa which we will not venture to anticipate 
the Vice-Chancellor's decision. 

Mr. Collins’s extraordinarily exciting novel, No Name, is shortly to appear 
in 3 or 4 volumes. If our irformation is correct, the author obtains a sum for 
the copyright that has not been equalled for a single work of fiction since 
Scott’s best prices. 

Mrs. Gaskell’s new and long-promised novel, we observe by the announce- 
ment of its simultaneous publication in America, is to be entitled Sylvia's 
Lovers. 
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It appears from the returns lately issued, that the declared value of the 
stationery, paper, and pasteboard exported during the first six months of the 
present year was £326,506, against £298,615 in the corresponding period of 
last year. This is a considerable increase, considering the depression in all 
branches of our export trade; but the amount in the corresponding period of 
1860 was higher than in either of these years, viz. £373,461. Of course the 
paper duty repeal has had no effect on this part of the paper tade, as in the 
ease of paper exported the duty was returned in the shape of drawback. It 
is, however, interesting to sbserve that, in spite of the cheapness of the raw 
material abroad, English manufacturers, thanks to English machinery, skill, 
and enterprise, can compete with the foreign paper maker in the market of 
the world. By far the greater portion of these exports go to British India 
and Australia; but our readers, no doubt, know thatin neither of these places 
is any special favor shown by the Government to English productions. The 
book export returns we have already alluded to.

There are few works in our present list which we need mention here. Two 
volumes of Travels, both relating to the same region—British Columbia—have 
appeared: the one, by Captain Barrett-Lennard, is a Narrative of a Yacht Voy- 
age round Vancouver's Island, and of a sojourn of Two Years on the Pacific 
Coast of the North American Continent, and is pleasantly written ; the other, by 
Mr. Alexander Rattray, who is a surgeon in the Navy, is 2 book of valuable in- 
formation to all who are about to repair to these new gold regions, as well as for 
those who would speak or write on the subject. The writer is resident at Esqui- 
malt, Vancouver's Island, and appears to have collected his facts with industry 
and care. The volume contains some interesting tinted lithograph views, be- 
sides useful maps. A new volume of Mr. Brewer's learned edition of the works 
of Giraldus Cambrensis ; and Dr. Norman Macleod’s Old Lieutenant aud his Son, 
a pleasant story of quiet humor, reprinted in two volumes, from Good Words, 
likewise claim notice. : 

The following is our usual summary of other publications in our fortnightly

In Literature, Science, and Art.—A great facsimile reprint in quarto has been 
published of the well-known Caxton volume, The Game of Chesse, supposed to 
be the first book printed in England; and we have also a book of Emblematic 
Hlumination, intended both for artists and amateurs, giving forms, colors, and 
emblems suitable for illuminating texts of Scripture, in large style, in oil and 
water colors; a quarto volume of reprinted articles, poems, essays, &c., from 
the newspapers and magazines, called forth by the death of the Prince Consort, 
collected under the title of Albert the Good: a Nation's Tribute of Affection ; the 
first part of a new genealogical work of existing families, entitled The Aristoc- 
racy of London; the Useful Plants of Great Britain, illustrated by J. G. Sower- 
by; a first volume of Mr. Robert Hunt's Handbook to the Industrial Department 
of the Great Exhibition, to be completed in 2 vols. ; and we have a fourth vol- 
ume of the complete edition of the works of Thomas Hood, edited by his Son. 

In History and Biography we have a small but interesting local history en- 
titled The Preston Guilds, the Ordinances of Various Guilds of Preston, the 
Charters to the Borough, &., by W. Dobson and J. Harland. In 7heology— 
Heart Melodies, three hundred and sixty-five new Hymns and Psalms for public 
worship or domestic use; The Helping Hand, a Guide to the New Testament, 
with maps and illustrations (one of Messrs. Hoge & Co.’s Books with a Mean- 
‘ng); and Bibliolatry. an Essay, by the Rev. J. Hughes. 

In Fiction we have a novel entitled Hearths and Watch-Fires, by Captain 
Colomb, 3 vols.; The Last Days of a Bachelor, an Autobiography, by J. M. Al- 
lan, 2 vols.; and Rose Leblane, by Lady Georgiana Fullerton, 1 vol. Among 
Educational publications we notice A Class Look of Poetry, chiefly intended for 
Young Ladies, by Ellen A. Bell; the Gospel of St. Mark, arranged in parts and 
sections, &c., for use of Schools; and the School Euclid, comprising the first Four 
Books, chiefly from the text of Dr. Simson. And in New Editions we have Sir 
Henry Holland’s Essays on Scientific and other Subjects; Mr. W. C. Bennett's 
Poems, with a portrait and illustrations ; a cheap edition of Mr, J. Cordy Jeaftre- 
son’s Book about Doctors; of Mrs. Browning's Last Poems; a 2d of Life Prob- 
lems, by Sir R. Alcock; of Mr. Gralam’s English Style—a Course of Instruc- 
tion for the Attainment of a Good Style of Writing; and Principles of Gunnery, 
by J. T. Hyde ; a 5th of Goulburn’s Introduction to the Devotional Study of the 
Holy Scriptures; aud a 10th of the Rev. T. Hartwell Horne’s Compendious In- 
troduction to the Study of the Bible, revised and edited by the Rev. J. Ayre.

The story of Elizabeth, of which a First Part appears in the present number 
of the Cornhill, is reported to be from the pen of Miss Thackeray, cne of the 
two daughters of the great novelist. She has, we believe, more than once con- 
tributed papers to the Magazine. The idea of the story is somewhat similar to 
that of a poem by Mr. Monckton Milnes, which appeared in the Cornhill some 
time ago, and turns upon the secret jealousy of a mother towards a daughter. 
Abstractedly, the notion is certainly not pleasing; but it is managed in Miss 
Thackeray's story with great tact and delicacy. It is impossible to doubt, on 
reading it, that circulating libraries will one day become more familiar with Miss 
Thackeray’s name. Iler style is graceful and easy, but bears little resemblance to 
her father’s writing. 


The accidental discovery that a Mr. Eugene M‘Carthy, an Irish solicitor, 
was in possession of a number of valuable books, the property of the British Mu- 
seum, which that gentleman had transferred to his own shelves, having first 
pasted into them book plates with the arms of the \\‘Carthy family, is likely to 
give rise to some enquiry into the management of the Museum Library, Visit- 
ors to Mr. Panizzi’s reading room are probably aware that all the volumes in the 
lower portion of that magnificent circle are works of reference, in constant use 
by readers, and may be taken down by them without any restriction. As to all 
other books in the library, however, students can only obtain them by filling up 
a printed ticket with date and signature; and a record of every book handed 
out in this way is, we believe, invariably kept. With regard to the first kind 
of books, there is, of course, no record, and in the event of any one of these being 
stolen it would, perhaps, be difficult to detect the stealer; but with the others it 
would seem that nothing could be easier than to trace them. Some of the books 
carried off by Mr. M‘Carthy appear to have becn of this latter class. They 
were missed in 1357. They duly appear, by the books of the Museum, to have 
been last in Mr. M‘Carthy’s possession, The very day and hour when he had 
them was all along known ; his address, and the address of the two responsible 
persons who recommended him to the trustecs for a reader’s ticket, were also 
entered, orgshould have been entered, in the books; and Mr. M‘Carthy took so 
little precaution against detection, that he honestly signed his true name on his 
ticket, left the Museum press marks under his heraldic book plates, and lately 
and openly asked friends to send the books from his lodgings to him, Yet the 
Museum appears to have made no enquiries, and we are even now indebted to 
the accidents of Mr. M‘Carthy’s heedlessness and his friends’ curiosity for the 
detection of the thett. The public will assuredly ask, how far these undisturbed 
depredations have proceeded. How many M‘Carthy’s are there in the field? 
If publishers are to be compelled to send gratuitous copies of their most expen- 
sive productions to public libraries, it would at least be satisfactory to know that 
they are preserved for the uses for which they are intended. 


The sketch of President Jeff. Davis, in Blackwood of this month, gives some 
information which will be new to English readers. The article is chiefly a narra- 
tive of facts; but, in the paucity of information concerning the South, is of consid- 
erable interest. The extracts vive. from his speeches are certainly calculated to 
enlist our sympathies. Mr. Davis has been successively a soldier, a farmer, and 
a statesman. The following extract from one of his addresses, delivered on the 
eve of the Separation, in which he alludes to his feelings towards the old flag ot 
the Stars and Stripes, is an eloquent and touching passage, which affords a strong 
evidence of the sincerity of the conviction of this arch-Secessionist :—* It may be 
pardoned in me, Sir, who in my boyhood was given to the military service, and 
who have followed under tropical suns and over northern snows the flag of the 
Union, suffering for it as it does not become me to speak, if I here express a sor- 
row which always overwhelms me when I think of taking a last leave of that 
object of early affection and proud association, feeling that henceforth it is not to 
be the banner which by day and by night I am ready to follow, to hail with the 
rising and bless with the setting sun, But God, who knows the hearts of men, 
will julge between you and us at whose door lies the responsibility of this.”

Tue new volume of the Life and Letters of Washington Irving, edited by his 
nephew, Mr. Pierre Irving, just published, stands out among thé books of our 
necessarily scanty list as a book which would be welcome at any season among 
our clubs and circulating libraries. It comes down to 4 period more within the 
circle of sympathies of the present generation than the preceding volume, ‘There 
are many who will read it, who will well remember the literary circles of 182Q- 
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1832, in which Washington Irving, then in the prime of life, was a distinguished 
lion. America and American authers were not much in fashion among us in 
those days ; readers did not then count by millions ; and the comparatively small 
body for whom books were then written and published were incredulous of 
anything good coming from that uncouth people, whom aristocratic travelers 
reported to be incessantly engaged in worshipping dollars, clearing forests, and 
growing corn and cotton. The “mission,” as the phrase is, of Washington 
Irving appears to be to dispel this delusion, His style was singularly free from 
everything like literary trick, or what is now called sensational writing. Gold- 
smith, of whose life he made a pleasant narrative, was his model ; but he added 
to the original a grace of his own, and a kind of humor which was certain to be 
relished among English readers. Apparently impressed with the necessity of 
vindicating his countrymen from English prejudice by his own simple example, 
he set up for a fine gentleman among us, and did not escape, among enemies, 
the approach of being a coxcomb. But he grew in favor here in a degree to 
which no American author had yet attained. It was whispered among fashion- 
able folks that this unexpected importation from the United States had become 
secretly convinced of the superior charm and more congenial character of Eng- 
lish refinement, and would not go back to his own country at any price; in fact, 
that he was in spirit no American at all, but one who had been born in that 
country by a sort of freak of nature.

Satellite, a Selenography according to Science, which commences a magnificent 
series of telescopic photographs of lunar views, with letterpress explanations ; 
The True Figure and Dimensions of the Earth, by Gumpach, in the form of a 
letter to Professor Airey, the Astronomer Royal, a work which professes to have 
discovered important errors in the ordinary calculations and measurements of 
the geographers; an apropos little volume, in these days of speculation in fibrous 
substances, entitled Flax and its Products in Ireland, by Mr. Charley; another 
book on Hydropathy, entitled Common Sense of the Water Cure, by Lukis ; and 
Baird's Tables of Foreign Exchanges, 4to. 

In History and Biography we have an important addition to our interesting 
local histories in Mr. Sheahan’s History and Topography of Buckinghamshire ; 
also a volume of Historical Documents relating to the Act of Uniformity of 1662; 
a religious biography entitled Memorials of Florence Monro, by her Mother; and 
a solid Manual of Dates, by G. H. Townsend—a Dictionary of Reference to the 
Events of History. 

In Geography and Travel, Mr. Andrew Jackson publishes a volume entitled 
Robert O'Hara Burke and the Australian Exploring Expedition, chiefly founded 
upon the official published accounts of the expedition, which we have alluded to 
above; we have also, by a Physician, The Winter Climate of Menton (a town 
in the Mediterranean, and part of the territory of Monaco, lately ceded to 
France), a Guide for Invalids. 

In 7heology we find a volume of short explanations of difficult texts of 
Scripture, by Dr. Cumming, entitled Things Hard to be Understood ; Essays on 
the Religion of the Hindus, by H. H. Wilson, collected by Dr. R. Rost ; Six 
Sermons on Prayer, by the Rev. S. Bentley ; and a volume of Dialogues on the 
Essays and Reviews. 

In Fiction we have another novel from Captain Mayne Reid, of the well- 
known class which has rendered him popular among readers of this kind of liter- 
ature, entitled the Maroon, in 3 vols. ; also, All's Well that Ends Well, by Cyrus 
Redding, 3 vols. 

Among Educational works we notice A Student’s Handbook of Comparative 
Grammar, by Clark; a volume of Examination Papers for the Civil Service of 
India ; An Analytical Grammar, by Hamilton; and the Training School Read- 
er’s First Book, by Unwin. In Zaw.—Oke’s Game Poaching Prevention Act, 
1862; A Handy Book of Public Meetings, by J. W. Smith, 

Among New Editions we have another of the one vol. edition of Mr. Wilkie 
Collins’ novel of Basil, with extensive corrections by the Author, and an engrav- 
ing on steel by J. Gilbert; a newedition of Gregory’s Mathematics, enlarged by 
H. Law, edited by J. R. Young. A 2d of The Shelley Memorials, edited by 
Lady Shelley ; of Captain Gronow’s amusing Reminiscences; and of Truran’s 
Iron Manufacture of Great Britain, 4to. A 3d of the First Part of Holden’s 
Foliorum Silvula, or Passages for Translation into Latin Verse, with netes. A 
4th of Grove’s Correlation of Physical Forces ; and of Hanna’s Last Days of Our 
Lord’s Passion. A 5th of Baxter’s Reformed Pastor, edited by Brown, And a 
6th of Taylor’s England and Its People.

A. S. Barnes & Bure publish Thirteen Months in the Rebel Army: being a 
Narrative of Personal Adventures in the Infantry, Ordnance, Cavalry, Courier, 
and Hospital Services ; with an exhibition of the Power, Purposes, Earnestness, 
Military Despotism, and Demoralization of the South, by an Impressed New 
Yorker. We extract the Preface, which tells its own story in ‘“ A Word to the 
Reader: I give to you, in the following pages, a simple narrative of facts. I 
have no motive to misrepresent or conceal. I have an honest desire to de- 
scribe faithfully and truly what I saw and heard during thirteen months of 
enforced service in the Rebel army.

As I am under no obli- 
gation, from duty or honor, to conceal what I was compelled to see and hear 
in the South, I tell it frankly ; hoping it may be of value to my bleeding coun- 
try, I tell it plainly.

If an apology is needed for the constant recur- 
rence of the personal pronoun in these pages, let it be said that the recital of 
personal incidents, without circumlocution, necessarily compels it. With this 
brief word, f invite you to enter with me upon the Southern service; you can 
stop when you please, or go with me to the end, and give a huzza as you see 
me eseape and reach the loyal lines. 

Tickyor & Firetps send us two new works published with a mechanical ex- 
cellence almost sufficient to tempt even those to buy who are not interested 
in their contents. ‘“ Country Living and Country Thinking,” by Gail Hamil- 
ton, (a nom de plume) is a collection of lively essays, some of which at least have 
already seen the light in the Atlantic Monthly. They lose nothing of their 
freshness by transformation into so attractive a shape. “ The Patience of 
Hope” is a reprint of a devotional work which appeared anonymously at 
Edinburgh a year or two ago, and met with great favor. The writer is a 
lady who has also published a volume of poetry, from which some extracts are 
given in the introduction to the present work, and a book called “ A Present 
Heaven,” which Messrs. Ticknor & Fields have now in press. The introduc- 
tion to the “ Patience of Hope” is by John G. Whittier. 

H. B. Durayxp publishes ‘* The Churchman’s Companion in the Closet; or a 
Complete Manual of Private Devotions,” edited by the Rev. Francis E. Paget. 
It consists of extracts from the writings of some of the principal divines of the 
Church of England, arranged in the form of devotions for every day in the 
week, and for the festivals and fasts of the church; prayers for special occa- 
sions ; devotions for holy communion, ete. 

D. Arrieroy & Co. have got out the Fifteenth volume of their great work, 
The New American Cyclopedia: a Popular Dictionary of General Knowledge, 
edited by George Ripley and Charles A. Dana. This volume contains 865 
pages, including about 1,800 articles, and extends from the word “ Spiritual- 
ism” to the end of the letter U. By far the most important article in the 
volume is that on the United States, which fills no fewer than 122 pages, equiv- 
alent to 500 or 600 of an ordinary duodecimo, There are 33 pages of statis- 
tical tables, embracing results of the census of 1860 which have not yet ap- 
peared in any other publication. ‘The history is brought down to the Ist of 
September, 1862, thus giving an account of the campaign in Virginia, as late 
as the evacuation of Harrison’s Landing. The political history, from colonial 
times to the close of the last session of Congress, is remarkably full and clear, 
‘The book-buying public will take a more particular interest in the article on 
the literature of the United States, by Mr. Charles 8S. Weyman—altogether 
the most complete history of American letters that has yet been published. It 
mentions every author of note that our country has produced, with critical 
notices of the more important, and the titles of their most characteristic works, 
and evinees on the part of the writer a very comprehensive knowledge of 
books and their authors, and a very sound judgment of their merits. The 
Cyclopwdia will be completed in one more volume. 

T. B. Pererson & Broruers publish The Mystery, another of Mrs. Henry 
Wood’s popular novels, printed from the author’s Ms., in advance of its pub- 
lication in England. Mrs. Wood is rapidly becoming with novel readers one 
of the greatest favorites among living writers. The taste of the day demands 
plenty of plot, and that Mrs. Wood never fails to give us. They also send us 
a reprint of After Dark, one of the most successful of Wilkie Collins’s eoliec- 
tions of short stories. We believe these stories have never before been print- 
ed collectively in this country ; they are all well worth perusal. 

Harrer & Brotnens send us the 3d volume of their edition of Carlyle’s 
“ Friedrich the Second,” bearing the history of “the excellent young man,” 
from the day of his accession to the year 1744,!a period of only four years, but 
crowded with stirring incidents, the intrigue of politics, the din of battles, 
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and the gossip of Voltaire. “Beyond doubt,” says Mr. Carlyle, “this is a 
radiant enough young majesty; entitled to hope, and tu be the cause of hope. 
Ilandsome, to begin with; decidedly well-looking, all say, and of graceful 
presence, though hardly five feet seven, and perhaps stouter of Jimb than the 
strict Belvidere standard. Has a fine, free, expressive face; nothing of aus- 
terity in it; not a proud face, or not too proud, yet rapidly flashing on you 
all manner of high meanings. Such a man, in the bloom of his years, with 
such a possibility ahead, and Voltaire and mankind waiting applausive! Let 
us try to select, and extricate into coherence and visibility out of those His- 
torical dust-heaps, a few of the symptomatic phenomena, or physiognomic 
procedures of Friedrich in his first weeks of Kingship, by way of contribution 
to some Portraiture of his then inner-man. “A System of Logic,” by P. Me- 
Gregor, A.M., received from the same house, aims at presenting everything of 
interest which properly belongs to that art in a clearer and more common- 
sense form that previous writers on the subject have generally adopted. Be- 
side the topics which spring more intimately from the subject of this treatise, 
the volume includes a special survey of the principal branches of knowledge, 
and afew chapters on “ the retention of knowledge,” which will prove of no 
slight value to the student and professional author. The book is furnished 
with that inestimable adjunct to a manual of reference, a full index. “ Zhe 
Adventures of Philip on his Way through the World,” reprinted by the same 
house from their magazine, is generally regarded as one of the happiest of 
Mr. Thackeray's later novels. Many of our old friends are introduced to us 
again: Pendennis and Laura appear, as spectators rather than as actors in the 
drama which is here played for our entertainment; and that testy old liber- 
tine, the Earl of Ringwood, makes his final exit from the stage. The charac- 
ter of Philip reminds one not a little of Pendennis, though Philip is no doubt 
the better Son of the two. ‘Phe volumé is profusely illustrated with wood- 
cuts. The Harpers also publish a “ First Book in Chemistry,” by Worthing- 
ton Hooker, M.D. Itis designed for the use of schools and families, and lib- 
erally adorned with pictures—not diagrams, but genuine pictures, ‘The pref- 
ace gives an interesting account ofthe way in which the idea of the book was 
first suggested to the author, and of the experiment by which he satisfied 
himself that sucha treatise could be made intelligible to children of eleven or 
twelve years. Dr. Hookeris already known as the author of a ‘ Child’s Book 
of Nature,” and it is his intention to follow up the present work by similar ones 
for pupils of a higher grade. 


Mr. J. Surrn Homans, editor of the “ Banker's Magazine,” has published, 
at the office of his periodical, an American edition of John Francis’s “ //istory 
of the Bank of England.” A large part of the matter of this edition has been 
added by Mr. Homans, and the statistics have been brought down to the close 
of the year 1861. A sketch of the financial movements and commercial opera- 
tions of the 16 years following the last charter of the bank (1844-1860); tab- 
ular statements of its condition for the last 60 years; and the connection of 
the government with the control of banking movements, are among the addi- 
tions for which we are indebted to the American editor. Not only does the 
work offer a valuable fund of information to the merchant and financier; but 
in its historical reminiscences, traditions, descriptions of internal arrangements, 
and anecdotes of remarkable forgeries, stolen notes, detection of frauds, and 
runs on the bank, it offers a very entertaining miscellany to the general 
reader. 


Braptey & Wess, Cincinnati, print for the author Causes and Cure of Dis- 
eases of the Feet, a most important and timely treatise by C. H. Cleveland, 
M.D., editor of the “Journal of Rational Medicine.” It contains many valu- 
able suggestions, and gives wood-cuts illustrating certain forms of diseased 
feet, and proper shapes for the shoe.
